D E N V E R , Colo., Feb. 25.— Joseph 
Neuzil, who left Denver for Australia 
in 1893, went on a prosepcting tour 
through 
the dry, dusty deserts of 
West Australia last January and al­ 
most starved to death. 
He was with­ 
out food and had scarcely any water 
for two weeks. 
The following extracts 
are taken 
from letters written by him to his at­ 
torneys, Tolies & Cobby, whom he 
employed to look after his interests 
in the Colorado Savings bank, which 
failed a month after he left and in 
which he had a deposit of $1,000: 
“ I am still in olden, sandy, brisk, 
dry, dusty, whirl windy, desert W est 
Australia, where it hardly ever rains 
loo miles away from the coast, where 
it showers nearly every day along the 
coast and where feverish St. Peter 
opens the flood gates over a width of 
only loo miles of coast territory. 
He 
never thinks of sprinkling the 1,500 
miles of desert between 
Northam. 
Coolardie, to within IO miles of the 
coast of South Australia. 
It's a won­ 
der! 
“ All that country is rainless. Some­ 
times it does not rain in two or three 
years. 
Then the 
country 
gets a 
heavy sprinkle, lasting from a few 
seconds to a few' hours. 
Sometimes 
it rains once a year in March 
and 
starts grass and flowers on the des­ 
ert. 
“ It is all salt country, the soil and 
water being salty. 
The natives con­ 
dense the salt water into sweet wa­ 
ter and charge 3d (6 cents) to 2s 6d 
(60 cents) a gallon. 
Sometimes there 
a water famine when the salt wa­ 
ter gives out. Water becomes dearer 
and dearer the farther one goes east­ 
ward from Coolgardie, as far as the 
South Australia territory, where they 
lave artesian wells. 
“ They have bean boring for arte­ 
sian water in many localities of W est 
Australia, going down 
below 
3,000 
lect, but not a drop of sweet water 
could be found only along the coast 
within a breadth of loo miles. 
“The 
country 
eastward 
beyond 
Northam is a dreary waste— no grass, 
no flowers— just like a road. 
A part 
of this desert is mineral country, the 
soil being rocky and gravelly; in that 
there is gold. 
This goes on for a 
stretch of 300 to 600 miles away from 
the coast . Beyond the 600 miles the 
real desert begins— nothing but sand, 
spinife, salt brush and no water, only 
salt lakes. 
I f one haJ^rlrnels a5nd plenty of 
water it is all right, but to travel with 
liorses or afoot means certain death. 
An exploring 
party 
on 
camels 
went from Adelaide overland to go to 
Australia last year and were 
lost. 
They died of thirst, hunged, overexer­ 
tion and anxiety. 
“There are placers and reef mines 
in Westralia. 
I went prospecting last 
January, 200 miles east from Cool­ 
ardie and almost 
perished. 
I had 
three camels, two camels carried wa­ 
ter and one camel carried provisions, 
tools, bedding, tent, cooking utensils 
and myself— when I was too tired to 
walk. 
“ I was away six weeks, and two of 
them I saw neither man nor beast nor 
water. 
I carried a small condenser, 
weighing twenty-fiv e pounds, 
con­ 
densing five gallons of water per hour* 
I got a little gold dust, but could not 
stop in that locality, as there was no 
salt lake with within loo mile§. 
I had 
to return, as my water gave out, and 
it was too far to go for water, and 
too expensive to water camels at 6 
cents a gallon, for they can stow away 
a lot of water within their cavernous 
stomachs and humps. 
“ If working, camels are 
watered 
once a week; if not working, once in 
two weeks. 
They can go over six­ 
teen days without water if in winter. 
M y 
camels 
traveled 
sixteen 
days 
without wrater and food, for I ran 
short of it. 
I wras twro w'eeks on short 
rations. 
I had five gallons of water 
and about a gross of cabin biscuits to 
subsist on for two weeks.”

and the people of the state will be 


given an opportunity to register their 


claims and assert their rights before 


the legislature this week. 
An effort 


is being made to consider the Le Roy 
bill for the regulation of public ser­ 
vice corporations, including gas com­ 
panies, before the committee on trans­ 
portation about Thursday. 
“ Gas” claims that the present stat­ 
utes regulating the standards are com­ 
plete, and if anything too stringent. 
The people on the other hand, rep­ 
resented in the legislature, assert that 
the answer of “ Gas” is but dodging 
the question, and w'hat is asked now, 
is that the price be lowered. 
In oth­ 
er words the people claim that the 
corporations have too firm a grip up­ 
on the purse strings of the people’s 
pocket book. 
Impetus to the fight is 
given by reason of the revelations 
made by the chemistry department of 
the state university in testing Madi 
son gas. 
It was found that on the 
average 20 per cent of the product 
was nitrogen. 
There is a law on the statute books 
of the state w’hich says that the state 
chemist must fix the standard 
for 
heating gas and the amount of “ hot 
air” contained therein. 
The heating 
standard fixed was 600 B. T. U., but 
there being no such thing as “ hot 
air” in gas, this portion of the statute 
is undetermined. 
An 
investigation 
reveals the fact that a wily lobbyist 
had this phrase inserted instead of 
nitrogen so if the matter was ever 
carried to the supreme court the law 
might be doctored 
unconstitutional. 
Nitrogen when it is put into the gas 
is made by driving aid over coke or 
coal burning in a retort. 
The oxy­ 
gen in the air, by passing over the 
fire, is consumed leaving only the ni­ 
trogen. 
So in the present statute “ hot 
air” and nitrogen must 
mean 
the 
same. 
Prof. Victor FL Lenher of the 
university, an expert on gas, consid­ 


ers the statute void because of a mis­ 
use of terms and has written an open 
letter to the legislative reference li­ 
brary, calling attention to the glaring 
mistake and asks that if nothing elso 
is done by the legislature at this ses­ 
sion this statute be corrected. 
Tho 
mistake, however, is charged to the 
account of one of the lobbyists hero 
two years, who influenced one of tho 
members to put in this term “ hot air” 
as an amendment to the law. 
One of the most drastic railroad 
bills, which is on the files of either 
house, is the measure empowering tho 
railway commission to order all rah 
roads to adopt a block system upon a 
quarter of their mileage within the 
next two years. 
This is a measure to 
which the railroads will object most 
strenuously, for they claim that the 
block system does not 
operate 
as 
much of a protection on branch lines 
and that it becomes of value only on 
double track systems wrhere trains are 
constantly following each other over 
the road. 
The bill in the legislature 
was presented by Assemblyman Levi 
H. Bancroft of Richland Center. 
The social democrats have 
done 
their part in putting in eight hour 
bills. 
They have measures limiting 
the hours of women in factories to 
eight hours and providing that no 
person employed in the manufacture 
of chemicals or explosives shall work 
for a longer period than eight hour** 
a day. 
Most of these bills have been 
sent to the committee on manufac­ 
tures in each house and a lively con­ 
test is expected when hearings on the 
measures are announced. 
Some of 
the legislators are making a canvass 
for some of these measure^ and in­ 
dications are that some of the eight 
hour bills will pass. 
Probably one of 
the most important of these is a bill 
by Assemblyman E. T. Elver, which 
closely follows the provisions in the 
La Follette bill, regulating the hours 
of railroad employes, now before con­ 
gress.

would put out of office in a stroke the 
adjutant general, the 
quartermaster
